May it please your Excellency, 

I liacl the honour of submitting, on the 10th instant, a Return of 
the acreage under Flax in 186y and 1870, and the number of 
Scutching Mills in 1869, by Counties and Provinces.- I now beg 
to submit to your Excellency General Abstracts which give for 
these years the total area under each description of Crop, also the 
number of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, and Pigs. 

The Emigration from Ireland, during the first seven months 
of the same years, is also given. 

The collection of the Statistics commenced on the 1st of June, 
and occupied on the whole nearly two months. The Enumerators, 
who were selected from the Royal Irish Constabulary and Metro- 
politan Police, discharged their duties with their usual efficiency. 
About 600,000 separate holdings were visited by them, and the 
names of the parties from whom they received the particulars of 
Tillage and Stock for each separate holding are stated in the 
Returns. 

The Abstracts have been compiled from summaries made by the 
Enumerators for their respective districts, and will probably differ 
in some degree from the revised figures which will he hereafter 
published ; but I do not apprehend that any change of importance 
will be necessary in the numbers now given.

It appears from the foregoing summaries that, compared with 
1869, wheat shows a decrease of 19,546 acres, and oats of 36,476 
acres. In harley there is an increase of 19,242, in here and rye of 
581, and in beans and pease of 760 acres. Green crops show an 
increase of 29,455 acres, the largest amount being in the extent 
under turnips which increased this year by 16,987 acres. There 
is an increase in the extent under meadow and clover of 105,119 
acres, and a decrease in flax of 34,359 acres.

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Scutching Mills. — The number of Mills for scutching Max in Scutching 
each Province in 1869, was in Ulster, 1,392; Leinster, 46 ; Mun- Mms ' 
ster, 41 ; Connaught, 32; making in all 1,511. 

Emigration. — In the first seven months of 1869 the Returns of Emigration. 
Emigrants from the several ports of Ireland show that 45,246 
persons left this country. In 1870, the number for the same period 
was 53,854, being an increase of 8,608 persons in this year. The 
Emigration referred to is given by provinces for 1869 and 1870 at 
page 20. 

Weeds. — On several occasions I have called attention to the Weeds, 
great injury arising from the unchecked growth of weeds which 
is, unhappily, so apparent throughout every part of the country. 

On this subject that distinguished agriculturist the late Sir John 
Sinclair has given the following experiments which prove the 
almost in credible advantage of carefully weeding cereal crops: — 

1 . “ Seven acres of liglit gravelly land were fallowed, and sown broadcast with 
wheat ; one acre was measured off, and not a weed was pulled out of it ; the 
other six were carefully weeded. The unweeded acre produced 18bnshels; the 
six weeded acres 135 bushels, or 221 per acre, which is 41 bushels, or 1 more 
produce in favour of weeding. — 2. A six-acre field was sown with barley, inline 
tilth, ami well manured. The weeding, owing to a great abundance of charlock, 
cost 12s. per acre. The produce of au unweeded acre was only 13 bushels; of 
the weeded, 28. Difference in favour of weeding, 1 5 bushels per acre, besides 
the land being so much cleaner for succeeding crops. — 3. Six acres sown with 
oats ; one acre ploughed but once, and unmanured, produced only 1 7 bushels. 

Another six acres ploughed three times, manured, and weeded, produced 37 
bushels. This experiment proves that oats require good management, and will 
pay for it as well as other crops. Ten bushels of the increased produce may be 
fairly attributed to the weeding, and the other ten to the manure.” 

Labourer's Dwellings. — It is scarcely possible, both on social Labourers' 
and sanitary grounds, to exaggerate the importance of improving Dt|,alll i>gs. 
the dwellings of the labouring classes ; the Legislature has enabled 
the Treasury to grant loans for this most desirable object through 
the medium of the Board of Public Works. According to the 
census of 1861, the number of fourth-class houses in Ireland, each 
of which had but one room for the entire family of evert age and 
sex, was 89,374 — and in these were living nearly half a million of 
persons. 



I have the pleasure of stating that in all Ireland, with only two 
exceptions, and they were not important, the particulars given in 
the Abstracts have been readily afforded to the Enumerators, and 
I beg to repeat my respectful acknowledgments to the landed 
proprietors, tenant farmers, the clergy of all denominations, and 
to the public press, for a continuance of the valuable assistance 
which I have now for so many years experienced in connexion 
with these Statistics.
